Described in Cited Literature 1 is the fact that time data and 
composite media files to be broadcast can be displayed using 
objects; and objects for which the transmission time cannot be 
determined can be transmitted by treating the relative time as the 
time (for example, refer to Appendix A, p. 694-696, etc.). 

Disclosed in Cited Literature 2 is a broadcast system that, 
except for the "relational time object," utilizes the "range 
designation time object" and the "offset designation time object" 
described in the Detailed Description of the Invention in the 
Description of the present application. 

As indicated in 1 . above, the citation of the Claims in the 
Specification of the present application is not supported by the 
citation of the Detailed Description of the Invention, and therefore, 
we cannot recognize priority in Japan to Japanese Patent 
Application 2000-123449, which is related to the present patent 
application. 

Consequently, we find that, whether or not the inventions 
related to Claims 1 through 69 are the same as those of the 
aforementioned Cited Literature 1 or Cited Literature 2, if they do 
differ, the difference is not great.
